A  conrespon  lent  fair* :  Throngb  the 
bent  harming  section*  of  our  country 
farmer*  are  keeping  their  land*  almost 
i-ontinmilly  under  tillage  and  crops,  a* 
though  they  supposed  that  the  oulj  way 
to  obtain  any  profit  from  them.  And 
now  they  are  being  put  to  their  wits’ 
ends  to  know  how  to  keep  up  the  fer¬ 
tility  of  these  land*.  They  will,  of 
course.  u*e  all  the  manure  they  can  get, 
but  that  in  only  a  limited  amount,  ao 
♦h«-y  will  next  buy  some  commercial  fer¬ 
tilizer  to  stimulate  their  lands  to  keep 
<m  growing  tilled  crops,  as  though  to 
abandon  them  would  be  to  abandon 
fanning.  ...  .  „ 

Now  th**  lH*i  thing  that  can  be  done 
for  most  of  t'/use  lands  is  to  give  them 
amt,  and  while  resting  from  such  crope 
as  they  had  previously  been  growing, 
they  might  return  a  fair  income  as 
meadow  or  pasture  lauds  if  properly 
seeded  down ;  and  to  lie  in  turf  for  a  year 
or  two  is  such  a  rest  and  change  from 
continual  tillage  that  when  plowed  again 
such  land  is  found  to  be  in  about  the 
beet  condition  for  any  crop,  though  to 
spj^ul  a  good  coat  of  manure  on  this 
turf  the  fall  l»efore  plowing  would  be 
still  better.  Sacb  a  freeh  broken  turf  is 
called!  iu  England  “new  ground, ”  imd it 
*eems  to  renew  the  life, and  fertility  of 
the  s^il  to  rest  under  a  cle^p  turf  for  a 
time. 

In  a  rotation  of  crops,  land  will  find 
partial  rest  by  growing  a  different  kind 
of  crop  each  year  of  the  oourse.  Bat  if 
the  plan  of  rotation  requires  one  or  two 
years  lying  to  dover  or  grass,  so  much 
the  better.  If  •  three  years’  course  be 
adopted,  have  for  the  first  year  a  hoed 
crop,  the  next  grain,  and  seed  to  clover 
or  timothy.  Or  for  a  five  years*  oourwe, 
first  year  'plant  corn  or  potatoes,  next 
year  barley  or  oats,  third  year  wheat  or 
i  ye,  and  seed  uf  clover  and  grass,  fourth 
y,  ar  mow.  and  fifth  year  pasture.  This 
course  will  give  very  fair  rest  for  the 
laud,  for,  though  it  is  contrary  to  phil 
oMophy  and  theory,  we  find  in  practice 
that  onr  cultivated  lauds  improve  while 
seeded  down  for  a  year  or  two,  though 
we  even  cut  two  cro|>s  of  clover  in  a  year 
and  take  off  from  the  ground.  A  neigh¬ 
bor  has  for  years  carried  on  two  systems 
of  rotation  on  his  farm,  by  which  he  is 
almost  assured  of  good  crops  and  a  good 
fair  income,  with  a  comparatively  light 
oxj>enae  of  labor,  and  his  land  apparent¬ 
ly  growing  richer  year  aiter  year.  He 
adopts  the  flvo  years’  course  described 
>d»«ve  for  fields  near  the  barn.  But  for 
those  lying  too  far  off  to  draw  the  ma¬ 
nure.  upon  readily,  ho  has  a  three  years’ 
coursA — two  years  to  clover  and  one  to 
wheat,  and  he  soys  that  for  a  number  of 
years  hi*  crops  from  this  have  been  over 
thirty  bushels  of  wheat  an  acre,  except 
the  last,  which  was  twenty -eight  bushels. 
On  a  field  by  the  side  of, this,  on  another 
farm.  of  equally  good  soil  naturally,  till¬ 
ed  and  cropped  in  the  usual  way,  the 
average  for  tho  same  years  has  only  been 
about  fifteen  bushels  of  wheat  per  acre 
every  other  year,  and  the  land  growing 
no  bettor.  This  shows  that  it  will  bare¬ 
ly  pay  this  fanner  to  grow  his  fifteen 
bushels  to  the  acre;  the  other  farmer, 
with  hi*  thirty  bushels,  would  have  fif- 
Uvn  bushels  as  clear  profit,  or  income, 
and  for  the  year  it  is  lying  to  clover  it  is 
sure  to  pay  as  pasture  or  mowing  lands. 
And  by  keeping  much  of  his  ground 
seeded  down  he  can  obtain  much  ma¬ 
nure,  and  by  plowing  up  less  each  year 
can  manure  it  heavier,  insuring  good 
crops,  at  less  expense  to  the  bushel,  and 
requiring  leas  labor  to  manage  the  whole 
farm  than  if  run  more  exclusively  to 
groin. 

I  have  also  seen  a  great  improvement 
of  land  by  its  resting  iu  a  -  field  so  over- 
rnn  with  quack  grass  that  no  one  wanted 
to  undertake  to  till  it,  so  it  had  leave  to 
lie  two  or  three  years  to  grass,  which 
was  mowed  yearly;  but  when  this  was 

1  dowed,  planted,  and  tilled  so  thorough- 
y  as  to  subilne  the  qnack,  it  grew  large 
crops,  and  the  soil  was  evidently  richer 
uud  in  a  higher  state  of  fertility  than  it 
had  been  for  years  before.  Now,  if  farm¬ 
ing  sill  pay  better  by  having  our  lands 
richer,  and  if  we  can  make  them  richer 
by  giving  them  more  rest  in  lying  well 
seeded  to  grass  or  closer,  and  thus  hav¬ 
ing  more  manure  to  use  on  the  land  we 
do  till,  would  it  not  pay  better  to  give 
them  this  rest?

To  Use  Cold  Boiled  Ham. — When  a 
ham  ha*  been  a  long  time  boiled  and  is 
becoming  tlry,  cut  some  thin  slices,  dip 
.u  egg  and  bread  crumbs,  and  fry  quick¬ 
ly  ,  serve  immediately. 

Cookies.—  One  cup  butter  or  drip¬ 
pings,  one  and  a  half  enp  of  sngar,  one- 
balf  cup  sour  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of 
soda,  one  teaspoonful  of  salt,  and  ,flonr 
enough  to  roll ;  make  quite  soft. 

Corn  Bread.— One  quart  of  wheat 
flour,  one  coffeecup  full  of  yellow  meal, 
one  pint  of  milk,  four  eggs,  three  table- 
*poonfqls  of  melted  butter,  two  tea¬ 
spoon  fuls  of  soda  or  yeast  powder,  one 
small  teacup  full  of  sngar. 

Corn  Starch  Cake. — One  and  one- 
half  cups  sngar,  one-half  cup  butter,  one 
and  one  half  cups  of  flour,  one- half  cup 
com  starch,  one-half  cap  sweet  milk, 
oue  teaspoonful  cream  ct  tartar,  one-half 
Daspoonful  soda,  the  whites  of  six  eggs, 
a  little  mace  or  untmeg. 

To  Preserve  the  Color  op  Calicoes. 
—  Before  washing  almost  any  colored 
fabrics,  it  is  recommended  to  soak  them 
for  some  time  in  water  to  every  gallon 
of  which  is  added  a  spoonful  of  ox  gall. 
A  toacup  of  lye  in  a  pail  qf  water  is  said 
to  improve  the  color  of  black  goods, 
when  it  is  necessary  to  wash  them.  A 
strong  dean  tea  of  common  hay  will  pi 
h»*rve  the  color  of  French  linens.  Vme- 
g*r  in  the  rinsing  water,  for  pink  or 
green,  will  brighten  those  colors,  and 
soda  answers  the  same  end  for  both  pur¬ 
ple  and  blue.  The  colors  A  the  above 
fabrics  may  be  preserved  *  y  using  a 
strong  milk  warm  lather  of  white  soap, 
and  putting  the  dross  into  it,  instead  of 
nibbing  it  «>u  the  material,  and  stirring 
into  a  first  and  second  tub  of  water  a 
large  tablospoonful  of  ox  gall.

bsoco  sud  whisky,  sud  to  abolish  tbe  stamp  tax 
on  bank  checks  ;  granting  bounties  io  heirs  of 
soldiers  in  the  late  war  wbo  enlisted  for  less 
than  one  year,  and  who  were  killed  or  died  by 
reason  of  servioe.

Mr.  Clark  (Dem.),  of  Missouri,  from  the 
post-office  commicteo.  called  up  the  bill  regula¬ 
ting  postage  on  third-does  mail  matter.

Presidential  Term. 

The  United  States  Honse  oommittee 
on  the  judiciary  reported  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Oonatitatiou  of  the 
United  States  as  follows  : 

“No  person  who  has  held  or  any 
hereafter  hold  the  office  of  President 
shall  ever  again  be  eligible  to  aaid  of¬ 
fice.” 

Mr.  Frye,  on  behalf  o!  the  minority  of 
the  oommittee,  proposed  a  substitute 
for  the  report  of  the  majority,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“  From  and  after  March  4,  1885,  the 
term  of  office  as  President  and  View 
President  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
six  years,  and  any  person  hawing  been 
elected  to  and  held  the  office  of  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  for  two  years  having  held  that 
office,  shall  be  in  eligible  for  re-eleoth
